We  request  that  all 
vendors  using  this  service  sign  and  forward  the  enclosed  to:  Boston  Police 
Paid  Detail  Unit  PO  Box  987  Back  Bay  Annex,  Boston,  Ma.  021 17. 
Agreements  should  be  returned  no  later  than  May  3,  1996.  Non-compliance 
could  result  in  the  possible  suspension  of  paid  details. 

In  addition,  the  City  of  Boston-Boston  Police  Department  is  extending  a 
"grace  period"  until  June  28,  1996  to  resolve  any  and  all  delinquent 
disputes.  Prior  to  implementation,  any  vendor  who  has  questions  or 
disputes,  is  instructed  to  call  343-5103,  343-5270,  or  343-5102  for  billing 
assistance.  All  balances  as  of  July  1,  will  subject  to  the  late  fee.

AGREEMENT  GOVERNING  PAYMENT 
FOR  CITY  OF  BOSTON  POLICE  DETAIL 

This  AGREEMENT  ("Agreement")  made  and  entered  into  by  the  City  of  Boston,  a  municipal 
corporation  acting  by  and  through  its  Police  Commissioner  or  his  designee  ("City"),  and  the  below 
named  Applicant  ("Applicant"). 

Witnesseth  that,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  promises  set  forth  herein,  and  for  other  good 
and  valuable  consideration  received,  the  undersigned  Applicant  hereby  agrees  to  be  bound  by  the 
following  tenns  and  conditions  pertaining  to  any  request  for  paid  police  details: 

1 .  In  consideration  of  the  provision  of  police  details  by  the  Boston  Police  Department,  Applicant  agrees 
to  make  payment  in  full  to  the  Boston  Police  Detail  Unit  within  Twenty  (20)  days  of  the  receipt  of  a  bill 
for  such  police  details. 

2.  Applicant  shall  make  each  such  payment  in  the  form  of  a  business  check,  bank  check,  certified 
check,  or  treasurer's  or  cashier's  check,  issued  by  a  responsible  bank  or  trust  company,  and  payable 
to  the  "Detail  Billing  and  Payment  Unit",  and  mailed  to:  Boston  Police  Detail  and  Payment  Unit,  P.O. 
Box  987,  Back  Bay  Annex,  Boston,  MA  02217. 

3.  If  payment  is  not  received  by  the  Paid  Detail  Unit  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  receipt  of  a  bill  for  police 
details  provided.  Applicant  shall  be  considered  past  due  (delinquent)  and  subject  to  one  or  or  more  of 
the  following  measures  without  further  notice  to  the  Applicant  from  the  City. 

a.  Applicant  shall  be  liable  for  the  payment  of  interest  on  any  past  due  amount(s)  at  an  annual  rate  of 
14%; 

b.  Any  police  detail  services  being  rendered  to  Applicant  at  the  time  any  amount  becomes  past  due 
may  be  immediately  suspended  and  any  request  for  further  paid  details  may  be  denied  until  such  time 
as  Applicant  makes  payment  in  full  for  all  past  due  amounts. 

c.  If  police  detail  services  provided  to  Applicant  are  suspended,  the  Police  Commissioner  shall  notify  all 
applicable  City  licensing  permit  granting  authorities  that  the  Police  Department  has  suspended 
providing  paid  details  to  the  Applicant  until  such  time  as  the  Applicant  has  paid  in  full  outstanding 
amounts  past  due; 

d.  The  Police  Commissioner  may  request  that  the  Collector-Treasurer  withhold  payment  of  any  monies 
owning  and  payable  to  the  Applicant  by  the  City  under  any  contract  or  agreement  for  goods  or  services 
provided  to  any  department  or  agency  of  the  City  until  the  amounts  owed  for  police  detail  sen/ices  have 
been  paid  in  full  ( See  G.L.c.60,  s93);  and 

e.  If  Applicant  has  filed  a  performance  or  similar  bond  with  the  City  in  connection  with  a  City  contract, 
the  City  shall  be  entitled  to  make  claim  against,  and  receive  full  payment  under,  any  such  bond  to  the 
extent  necessary  to  satisfy  any  amounts  past  due;  and 

f.  The  Police  Commissioner  may  recommend  to  the  Mayor  and  the  various  contracting  departments 
and  agencies  of  the  City  that  Applicant  be  declared  ineligible  to  bid  on  future  City  contracts  until 
Applicant  makes  payment  in  full  of  all  past  due  amounts;  and 

g.  Applicant  shall  be  liable  to  pay  to  the  City  any  and  all  costs,  including  reasonable  attomeys  fees, 
incurred  in  the  collection  of  any  past  due  amount(s).

4.  Copies  of  detail  cards  are  provided  by  the  officer  at  the  conclusion  of  a  detail.  Any  backup  copies 
that  are  required,  due  to  the  loss  of  the  original,  will  be  provided  at  a  cost  of  $3.00  per  card.  If  backup 
shows  that  an  applicant  was  billed  in  error,  the  charge  will  not  apply. 

5.  The  foregoing  in  no  way  limits  the  remedies  at  law  or  equity  otherwise  available  to  the  City  in 
connection  with  the  collection  of  any  delinquent  amount(s)  from  Applicant. 

I,  the  undersigned  Applicant,  have  read  and  understand  the  foregoing  and  hereby  agree  to  be  bound 
by  and  comply  with  all  of  the  terms  and  conditions  contained  therein.
